Amino 
acid, such as tyrosine or tryptophan, their carboxyl derivatives or 
pharmaceutically acceptable salts thereof, do not share the same 
technical feature as lysine, because they are chemically and structurally 
different. Accordingly, they do not correspond to the same technical

• With respect to the second compound, a positive compound encompass 
various ionic moieties that are structurally, chemically and physically 
different. Such agents encompass a chelator or an organic acidic such as 
acetic acid. Thus, they do not correspond to the same technical feature 
within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2
